REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claims 1, 8, 15 and 16. 

As to claims 1 and 8, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "defining a model for the sample, where the model 
includes one or more control points, the control points collectively defining the 
cross-sectional profile of at least one layer within the sample" and "comparing 
the empirical optical response information and the calculated optical response 
information to determine the accuracy of the model", in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of claims 1 and 8. 

As to claim 15, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "interactively choosing the location of one or more 
control points within a graphic representation of the model to define to a cross- 
sectional profile for the surface", "interactively choosing the location of one or 
more control points within a graphic representation of the model to define the 
thickness of each layer of materials included in the cross-sectional profile" and 
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"comparing the empirical optical response information and the calculated optical 
response information to determine the accuracy of the model", in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of claim 15. 

As to claim 16, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "a first module configured to allow a user to 
interactively choose the location of one or more control points within a graphic 
representation of the model to define to a cross-sectional profile for the surface 
feature" and "a third module configured to visually portray the difference 
between the calculated optical response information and empirical optical 
response information obtained for the subject", in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claim 16.
